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Teacher In bid 

for ‘free school’

A TEACHER is planning 
to set up her own sec¬ 
ondary school - and is 
asking residents for 
their views. 

Hannah Totman, 31, 
believes the Ely area is the 
“ideal” place for a new 
secondary‘free school’. 

After months of research, the 
mother-of-one, who has lived in 
the area for 25 years, is planning 
an application to the Depart¬ 
ment for Education and Skills 
(DFES) to set one up. 

But before that, she wants to 
hear the thoughts of parents. 

Mrs Totman, who has been 
teaching across the region for 10 
years, is now in discussions with 
education bosses at Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council (CCC). 

She says among the options 
are building a brand new school, 
taking over an existing one, or 
making the proposed new 
school for Littleport a ‘free 
school’. 

Mrs Totman said: “Ever since I 
was young I have wanted to run 
my own school. 

“Education is something I am 
so passionate about and I want 
to make a difference to children’s

learning experiences. 

“When the new coalition 
Government said ‘free schools’ 
were something they would be 
supporting my brain just clicked. 

“I see this as my opportunity 
to not only fulfil my dream but 
also make a big difference to 
education in East Cambridge¬ 
shire.” 

‘Free schools’ created under 
the scheme are independent 
from state control but funded by 
the taxpayer and are non fee¬ 
paying. The main focus is on 
permitting children’s and 
parents’ individual initiatives 
instead of following strict 
guidelines and syllabuses. 

Mrs Totman believes a ‘free 
school’ is needed in the Ely area. 

The Cambridge University 
graduate and former Soham 
Village College student now 
wants to hear people’s views 


before putting together a formal 
application to the DFES. 

If the DFES is impressed with 
the application, it could be given 
the go-ahead without per¬ 
mission from local authorities. 

Mrs Totman, who lives in 
Kentford, Newmarket, with her 
husband Richard and young 
daughter Eve, said: “The 
advantages with a ‘free school’ 
are endless. 

“The main one is that parents 
get more of a say in how their 
children are taught and what 
they are taught, enabling 
children to flourish in whatever 
it is they are talented in.” 

If Mrs Totman’s campaign is a 
success, the new school could be 
up and running by 2012. 

She is now appealing to those 
who would be interested in 
joining her campaign or those 
with certain views to write to 
Mrs Hannah Totman, Ely Free 
School, Cambridge House, 
Lanwades Business Park, 
Kentford, Newmarket, Suffolk, 
CB8 7PP.

We have set up 
a meeting so we can find out 
more details of what is being 
proposed.”

Cathedral has been put on hold. 

Last week, the Weekly News reported how 
The Porta, which is the southern vehicular 
entrance to the cathedral, was to be closed 
this month for repair work to be carried out. 
However, it will now remain open all 
summer, a spokeswoman for the cathedral 
confirmed. 

The medieval Porta building houses the 
library and archives of the King’s School Ely 
and also provides living accommodation for 
cathedral staff.

Bird population falls 

OVERALL farmland bird populations in 
England fell by five per cent last year to their 
lowest level for 40 years, according to 
official figures. 

Eastern England is one of the most 
important regions in the UK for farming and 
food production. However, it is also an area 
which supports nationally important 
farmland bird populations. 

Statistics released by Defra covering 19 
bird species which rely on farmland have 
shown the steep decline between 2008 and 
2009. 

RSPB scientists say the one year decline 
may be down to factors including a cold 
winter and the loss of set-aside in the 
countryside.

A DRIVER whose vehicle 
swerved into the path of 
an oncoming lorry, caus¬ 
ing it to plummet down 
an embankment, has 
been fined. 

John Blackwell, 54, has also 
had his licence endorsed with 
penalty points after pleading 
guilty to driving without due 
care and attention. 

Blackwell, of Back Lane, 
Wicken, was driving his blue 
Land Rover at the railway level 
crossing on the A112,3 east of 
Stretham, when he lost control 
of it. 

The Land Rover swerved into 
the other side of the road and 
collided with an oncoming 
lorry. 

The HGV went through a 
fence and down the em¬ 
bankment by the railway tracks 
but surprisingly both motorists 
escaped the pile-up without 
injury 

Blackwell pleaded guilty at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday to causing the 
collision. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, 
said: “Mr Blackwell told police 
he was driving at about 50mph 
and saw a red van parked on his 
side of the road as he drove over 
the crossing. 

“He hit his brakes but the 
vehicle lost control and swerved 
into the other side of the road.” 

The Land Rover was 


extensively damaged on its 
front and both wings but 
remained upright on the road. 

The railway barrier was 
damaged in the collision but 
train services were not affected. 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, 
said: “There was a red Royal 
Mail van parked on his side of 
the road on the other side of the 


crossing. 

“Two thirds of it was in the 
road itself so he slammed on his 
brakes but the surface of the 
crossing caused it to lose 
control. 

“He couldn’t have prevented 
what happened. 

“My client has an entirely 
clean driving licence and has 


been driving for about 40 years. 

“This is a familiar road to him 
and it was simply an accident.” 

Phil King, presiding magis¬ 
trate, ordered four penalty 
points to be put on to Black¬ 
well’s driving licence. 

He was also fined £200 and 
ordered to pay £50 in court 
costs and victim surcharge. 


Firefighters issue alert after 
spate of grass fires in county 


A WARNING has been 
issued after a spate of 
grass fires in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Firefighters have been 
called to numerous grass 
fires in Ely and Littleport 
in the last week, some of 
which have been acci¬ 
dental and others that 
have been deliberate. 

Brett Mills, watch 
manager at Ely Fire 
Station said: “Grass fires 
have the potential to 
spread very quickly and 
can take up a lot of our 
resources, especially 
when they are spread out 
over several miles. 


“Fires along riverbanks 
have a number of risks, 
particularly as they can 
cause thick smoke which 
is a danger to motorists. 

“Large grass fires can 
also easily be started 
accidentally by carelessly 
discarded cigarettes, 
thrown from car win¬ 
dows. 

“While it is not known 
who is responsible for the 
incidents, statistics show 
that during the summer 
holidays children are 
more likely to be tempted 
to play with fire. 

“We are urging parents 
to visit the Cambridge¬ 


shire Fire and Rescue 
Service website and to 
encourage their children 
to watch a short film 
about the consequences 
of arson on YouTube. 

“The service’s Face- 
book and Twitter sites 
will also feature regular 
updates about arson over 
the summer holidays.”

Homes 
plan 
set for 
approval 

A NEW housing es¬ 
tate with almost 100 
homes is just one 
step away from 
being given the 
green light by 
planners. 

Councillors on 
East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning com¬ 
mittee are being 
recommended to 
approve plans for 96 
new houses to be 
built in Soham. 

Property dev¬ 
eloper Hopkins 
Homes Ltd wants to 
build the develop¬ 
ment on land north 
west of Regal Drive, 
off Fordham Road, 
and has applied for 
planning per¬ 
mission. 

A decision on the 
scheme was due to 
be made this week. 

The proposals are 
being recommend¬ 
ed for approval 
subject to a number 
of conditions, in¬ 
cluding protecting 
the archaeological 
importance of the 
site and any wildlife 
present. 

The developers 
also want to create 
0.8 hectares of 
public open space 
and a children’s play 
area. 

A report said: “It is 
considered that the 
proposal would 
provide additional 
housing in Soham, 
in accordance with 
the requirements of 
the Core Strategy 
and Soham Master- 
plan. 

“It is considered 
that the proposal for 
96 dwellings at a 
density of 29 dph 
gross, or 38 dph net, 
provides a suitable 
use for the site, 
which, although 
only partly within 
the current develop¬ 
ment envelope, is 
surrounded by other 
development and 
would not be out of 
character with the 
area.” 

Soham Town 
Council has con¬ 
firmed it has no 
concerns about the 
development.

“It is sad that after almost 
nine years as town crier for Ely 
and being officially accepted by 
the Ancient and Honourable 
Guild and the Loyal Company 
of Town Criers and having won 
championships beating the 
British champion, I should be 
disregarded in this rather 
insulting way. 

“He should know that there is 
a strict code of practice to be 
adhered to and one of those is 
not to cry on another crier’s 
patch. 

“I’m just so upset and 
annoyed that Barclays was 
celebrating their anniversary in 
our city yet didn’t appoint our 
city’s town crier for the

celebrations.” 

Mrs Hayter-Smith added: 
“I’ve even had people coming 
up to me since seeing the bogus 
crier asking me whether I’ve 
given it up. 


“I feel very sad that all my 
efforts in promoting Ely seem to 
count for nothing but I shall 
continue to ring my bell and cry 
for the city for a while yet.” 

A spokeswoman for Barclays 
apologised for upsetting Mrs 
Hayter-Smith. 

She said: “The last thing we 
would want to do is upset one 
of Ely’s leading community 
figures. 

“All events such as our Ely 
anniversary celebrations are 
discussed in detail in advance 
with the local council to make 
sure they are happy with our 
plans. 

“We advised the council that 
our crier would be dressed in 
blue to bring people into the 
branch and would be very 
different from the professional 
town crier that Ely uses.” 


Swimming pool to open again after repair work

There are no suspicious 
circumstances surround¬ 
ing his death. 

Andrew Bartlett, sector 
inspector for East Cambs 
North Neighbourhood 
Policing Team, said: “The 
matter has now been 
handed over to BTP who 
are carrying out a 
thorough investigation.” 

Grenville Goodson, 
chairman of the Littleport 
Society, described the 
death as “shocking”. 

He said: “It’s not very 
often something like this 
happens in Littleport and 
thank goodness it is a 
rarity. 

“It’s such a sad thing to 
happen and it must be 
tragic for the friends and 


family of this man. 

“I would like to offer my 
condolences on behalf of 
all of our members.” 

A resident, who lives 
near to the station but did 
not want to be named, 
said: “I heard all the sirens 
and thought something 
serious must have 
happened but not quite 
this serious. 

“It’s such an awful thing 
to happen on your door¬ 
step.” 

The Ely to King’s Lynn 
route was closed while the 
investigation got under 
way but the line was re¬ 
opened just after 2pm.

AN inept drug addict and dealer 
gave himself away to police when 
he was seen “fidgeting” in a car.

Sentence was adjourned for 
reports and Baldwin was released 
on bail, but fudge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth warned him that he was 
making no promises over his 


sentence. He said possessing an 
ounce of heroin would normally 
lead to a custodial sentence but the 
reports would include an option for 
a non-immediate custody option. 

fudge Hawkesworth said: “I am 
making no promises whatsoever 
about the eventual outcome.” 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said: 
“Baldwin was a passenger in a car 
which was stopped by police on 
March 11 and was seen to throw a 
package over a wall.” 

Georgina Gibbs, defending, asked 
for a pre-sentence report with the 
possibility of a drug testing and 


treatment order. 

Two Pcs had been patrolling the 
Suffolk Close area of Ely in a car - at 
8pm, when they spotted a vehicle 
travelling at speed and ran a check 
on it. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Using intelligence on the vehicle 
police decided to use their stop and 
search powers, believing they might 
find drugs. 

“A large quantity of brown 
powder was found in bags in the 
car. The officers became suspicious 
of the passenger, the defendant - 
his fidgeting gave him away.”

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Council’s ‘petty’ rules 
‘hit show numbers’ 


ORGANISERS of one of the 
region’s biggest family events 
have hit out over a council’s 
“petty” rules and regulations. 

Committee members of the 
annual Littleport Show blame Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council (CCC) 
for a drop in visitor numbers at this 
year’s event. 

Despite thousands still flocking to 
the show last month, figures were 
lower than previous years. 

And organisers say it is because 
council bosses prevented them from 
advertising the show properly - 
although CCC insists it was as 
“helpful as possible”. 

Paula Law, show secretary, said: 
“For years and years, we have 
advertised the show in the same 
way. Last year we got in a bit of 
trouble with the council about 
where we put the signs so thought 
we would liaise with them this year 
so that we did everything correctly. 

“But this year, not only were the 
locations of the signs an issue but 
the size of them too. 

“Usually we advertise the show by 
putting signs on roundabouts and 
roads all around the district. But this 
year we were told to take them down 
for health and safety reasons and 
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that our signs were too big. There are 
so many petty rules and regulations 
that it makes advertising events like 
ours so difficult.” 

CCC staff then removed the signs 
three days prior to the event. 

A spokesman for the authority 
said: “We fully support community 
events such as this and work with 
organisations to make sure they are 
successful and signed properly. 

“Officers warned organisers last 
year about their posters and they 
consulted with us in June, when we 
advised them of the policy on size 
and siting of posters. We allowed 
them twice the number of posters 
than normal but unfortunately they 
ignored our advice and put up 
advertising twice the size they 
should be. This posed a safety issue, 
especially as some had metal spikes. 

“The organisers were asked to 
move some of the posters to some¬ 
where more suitable but after three 
days failed to do so. We then re¬ 
moved them but also informed the 
organisers so that they could still put 
them up. However, they failed to 
come and collect them.”

999 crews hit 
target times 


AMBULANCE crews reach¬ 
ed 75 per cent of victims of 
life-threatening conditions 
within eight minutes, 
according to a new report. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust also hit its 19- 
minute target for “serious” - but 
not life-threatening - calls, its 
annual report for 2009-10 said. 

At the service’s annual public 
meeting, trust chairwoman Maria 
Ball praised paramedics who 
responded to more than 668,000 
emergency calls in the past 


financial year. 

She said: “The organisation 
emerged as one of the best 
performing ambulance services in 
the country, achieving the 
Government’s main target of 
responding to 75 per cent of life- 
threatened patients within eight 
minutes. 

“This is thanks to our staff who 
have been magnificent during the 
past year, faced with the 
constantly increasing demand on 
the 999 service and the challenges 
thrown at us by Mother Nature, 
especially in the form of last 


winter’s snow. 

“Once again we saw the 
dedication of our staff as many 
went the extra mile in these 
difficult conditions so patients 
continued to get the service they 
needed.” 

She said the service reached 
15,000 more patients within the 
target time than in the previous 
year. 

The trust’s Patient Transport 
Service, run mainly by volunteers, 
did more than a million patient 
journeys.

A TAXI firm is breach¬ 
ing conditions of its 
planning permission 
by opening and 
trading for longer 
hours than it should. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
has launched an investi¬ 
gation following reports 
that Fencabs, in Market 
Street, Ely, is in breach of 
conditions. 

Iroshan Threen Sanaji, 
owner of the company, 
which has a main office in 
Prickwillow Road, opened 
a waiting office in Market 
Street earlier this year 
after being granted plan¬ 
ning permission by ECDC. 

And because it is strictly 
a waiting office, there are 
opening hours and trad¬ 
ing time rules to abide by. 

The company has per¬ 
mission to open from 
8am-9pm Monday to 
Friday, 8am-llpm on 
Saturdays and 10am-9pm 
on Sundays and Bank 
Holidays.

But rival taxi firms say 
the office is exceeding 
those hours and that 
sometimes it is open as 
late as 3am. 

Mr Sanaji has also 
admitted that he is open¬ 
ing the office for longer 
than permitted. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News, he said: “I don’t see 
what the issue is. 

“Yes, I am opening until 
late and often until 3am 
but I’m not harming 
anyone by doing so. 

“The council have said I 
should re-apply for 
planning permission but 
why should I spend 
money on doing that? 

“They can take me to 
court if they want me to 
stick to these rules.” 

But John Skipper, owner 
of A10 Taxis, who was one 
of those to report the 
issue to ECDC, said the 
council should be tougher 


with Mr Sanaji. 

He said: “If I built an 
extension on the side of 
my home without sticking 
to the planning con¬ 
ditions I’d be asked to 
knock it down. 

“The district council 
just seems to let some 
people get away with 
things they shouldn’t and 
it’s not fair. 

“The office is always 
open later than it should 
be, often until as late as 
3 am. 

“The council should 
make him re-apply for 
planning permission and 
make him stick to the 
rules.” 

An ECDC spokesman 
said: “We are investigating 
an alleged breach of 
planning conditions at the 
Fencabs office in Ely’s 
Market Street. 

“There are set opening 
hours which the office 
needs to adhere to and we 
are working with the 
business owner in a bid to 
resolve this issue.”

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GP ‘trying to gag’ 
dead man’s sons

THE sons of a man killed by 
an overdose from a German 
out-of-hours GP claim he is 
taking legal action to stop 
them from talking to the 
media. 

Stuart and Rory Gray, whose 
father David, 70, of Manea, was 
killed in 2008 after Dr Daniel Ubani 
injected him with 10 times the 
recommended dosage of painkiller, 
have been served with legal papers 
after going to Germany to confront 
him. 

Dr Ubani, 67, has been struck off 
the medical register in the UK but is 
still working in his country 

Dr Ubani’s lawyer is seeking an 
injunction on the Grays in a 
German court which, if obtained, 
could stop them speaking to the 
media even in the UK. 

The brothers have described the 
move as vulgar and shocking and 
vowed to keep in contact with the 
press in the interest of public safety. 

In June this year Dr Ubani was 
struck off by the General Medical 
Council (GMC). 

A GMC panel ruled that Dr Ubani 
should be banned from practising 
in the UK. 

Dr Ubani was given a suspended 
sentence in Germany for death by 
negligence but is still able to 
practise there as the GMC’s power 
does not extend to other countries.

Police were then called 
and Coope was arrested. 

Mrs Matthews added: 
“Mrs Coope does have a 
number of previous 
convictions, the majority 
of which are alcohol 
related.” 

Coope, who is a former 
lecturer, pleaded guilty at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
week to a charge of drunk 
and disorderly in a public 
place and one count of 
assault by beating. 

Earlier this year, she was 
banned from driving for 
three years after she was 
caught drink driving for 
the second time. 


But Guy Holland, miti¬ 
gating, said: “On the day, 
she had drunk three- 
quarters of a bottle of wine 
and taken two valiums, 
which obviously wasn’t 
wise.

“My client is a former 
lecturer but now suffers 
from anxiety and de¬ 
pression, and she does 
drink to block that out. 

“She now realises she’s 
got to stay away from 
alcohol though.” 

Phil King, presiding 
magistrate, fined Coope 
£J00, ordered her to pay 
£70 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

She was also ordered to 
pay £50 to Mrs Stephen¬ 
son.

The big film 



THEA-TEAM (12A, 118 mins)

IT has been more than 25 years 
since George Peppard chewed on a 
cigar and uttered the immortal line, 
“I love it when a plan comes 
together!” 

Joe Carnahan’s big screen 
revamp of The A-Team doesn’t 
quite come together, lacking the 
low-rent charm of the original. 

Indeed, nothing is impossible in 
this all-guns-blazing adventure for 
Colonel John ’Hannibal’ Smith 
(Neeson), Lieutenant Templeton 
’Face’ Peck (Cooper), Captain 
’Howlin’ Mad’ Murdoch (Copley) 
and Sergeant Bosco ‘B.A.’ Baracus 
(Jackson). 

Framed for the murder of their 
good friend, General Morrison 
(McRaney), the enterprising 
soldiers break out of military prison 
and hijack a plane, which is 
subsequently shot down by military 
gunships. 

The quick-thinking quartet leaps 
into a tank - handily parked in the 
hold-just before the plane 


explodes. They then parachute to 
terra firma at breakneck speed, 
shooting down the gunships by 
using the tank’s weapons systems. 

Jessica Biel’s plucky heroine, 
newly demoted army Lt Charissa 
Sosa, isn’t kidding when she 
observes, “They are the best... 
and they specialise in the 
ridiculous.” 

She gives chase along with 
tenacious CIA agent Lynch 
(Wilson) and his underlings. 

The A-Team is preposterous, 
asking us to believe that each 
member of the squad possesses 
split-second timing to rescue their 
buddies from almost certain death. 

Villains help the cause by 
delaying executions until the last 
second, as if they are expecting 


their plans to be thwarted. 

And sure enough, they are. The 
film reaches a crescendo with an 
overblown final showdown at the 
docks aboard a ship laden with 
cargo containers. 

Neeson is miscast in a role that 
demands far more charisma as the 
master tactician who vows, “I’d 
rather face a firing squad than 
betray you guys.” 

Thankfully, Cooper is a perfect fit 
for an incorrigible ladies man, 
merrily flaunting his washboard 
abs to pique the interest of wives 
and girlfriends in the audience. 

Copley is often unintelligible as 
“a functioning lunatic”, who paints 
his face blue and pretends to be 
Braveheart, riding a hobbyhorse 
into battle against the English.

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Prune wisteria before it 
runs riot over your home 


T HERE are few 
sights more 
breathtaking than 
a mature wisteria in full 
bloom in late spring and 
early summer, its 
gorgeous trails of 
flowers in shades of 
blue, mauve, pink or 
white adorning house 
walls or cascading over 
pergolas and arches. 

Yet so many gardeners 
struggle to get this gorgeous 
climber to flower year after 
year. 

So often its refusal to bloom 
again is down to inadequate 
pruning. There’s still just time 
to give it a prune this year to 
stop it running riot and give 
yourself a better chance that it 
will come back stronger than 
ever in years to come. 

You have to be patient 
when planting a wisteria, as it 
may not flower for three or 
four years after planting, 
provided it is planted in soil 
enriched with large amounts 
of organic matter, is watered 
religiously while establishing 
and is placed in a sunny, 
sheltered position - a wisteria

left in the shade will not 
flower. 

If you leave wisteria plants 
to their own devices they can 
run riot, growing into huge 
plants which don’t produce a 
single flower and only 
succeed in ripping your 
drainpipes down and 
blocking the light from your 
house. 

Pruning should be done in 
two stages - in summer, after 
flowering ends, and again in 
winter. If you have trained a 
line of main stems out along 
horizontal wires, by the third 
year there should be a 
framework of branches. 

Stop the plant running 
amok by cutting the long 
tendrils and side shoots to 
20cm (8in), or to six buds 
from the main branches. This 


will encourage it to build up 
plenty of short spurs, so 
creating fewer leaves and 
more flowers. At the same 
time, cut the main stems back 
to restrict the amount of 
space they take up. 

In winter new growth will 
have sprung up which will 
need keeping in check. 

Cut back the same laterals 
and side shoots to within two 
or three buds of the main 
branches. Always cut 2.5cm 
(lin) above a bud. 

Old neglected plants may 
be pruned hard and will grow, 
with new shoots appearing 
from the base of the plant, but 
it’s likely to be a few years 
before they’ll flower again. 

If you haven’t too much 
space, wisteria plants can be 
grown as standards, 
effectively into small 
flowering trees, with spirally 
stems and masses of flowers. 

Choose your wisteria 
carefully. The popular variety, 
W. sinensi, is a rampant 
grower with flowers 23 cm 
(9in) long, but which can get 
out of hand (it can grow to 
18m (60ft) tall) and is not a 
good choice for a house wall 
as it frequently gets into 
gutters and under roofs. 


Go for a less invasive W. 
floribunda, Japanese wisteria, 
which grows to around 4m 
(13ft). The variety ’Alba’ has 
white flowers with a lilac tint, 
or ’Multijuga’ produces 
fragrant, lilac flowers on 
slender racemes. 

Pruning a big wisteria may 
seem like a thankless task at 
first, but once you’ve dusted 
off the step ladder and got out 
your secateurs, it may not 
take as long as you think. And 
the wealth of flowers you’ll 
enjoy next year will be well 
worth the effort. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Dahlia 

They are the old faithfuls of 
late summer, whether grown 
in formal beds or in mixed 
borders, to add much needed 
colour. 

Dahlias come in all shapes, 
sizes and colours - you can 
get dinner plate-sized flowers 
which can look great cut and 
placed singly and flat into a 
shallow bowl of water, or 
much smaller pom-poms, 
and everything in-between. 

They grow from tubers and 
aren’t totally hardy, so most 
gardeners lift and store them 
for the winter. 

You’ll also need to protect

young plants from slugs and 
snails, which will polish them 
off quickly if they’re allowed. 

Dahlias need rich, moist 
soil and a sunny spot to 
flower, preferably where they 
don’t have to compete with 
other bedding plants for root 
space. 

Tubers can be started into 
growth in a heated 
greenhouse in late winter, 
placed in loam-based or soil¬ 
less potting compost with the 


crown above the surface. 
When the shoots have 
formed, split the clumps, 
making sure each division has 
roots, tubers and shoots, and 
replant in their own pots. 

By mid-spring they need 
hardening off and can be 
planted out after all dangers 
of frost have passed. 

Mulch the soil to conserve 
moisture and water them 
well, giving them a liquid feed 
every two weeks.

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£5m car plug-in plan ready to roll 


THE East of England is 
closer to becoming a 
haven for electric 
vehicle owners after 
being given the green 
light to apply for 
funding to install 600 
charging points across 
the region. 

As part of the 
government’s “Plugged in 
Places” initiative, a 
consortium of more than 
50 businesses and local 
authorities from across the 
East of England this week 
heard that its proposed 
£5.4 million infrastructure 
project, ‘EValu8’, had been 
shortlisted by the govern¬ 
ment’s Office of Low 
Emission Vehicles (Olev). 

Industry leaders and 
representatives from local 
government got together 
at a summit on Thursday 
to discuss the next steps 
for this ground-breaking 
project, with the aim of 
submitting a full business 
case to the government by 
the end of October. 

The eight key clusters of 
Bedford, Cambridge, 
Ipswich, Norwich, 
Peterborough, Luton and 
Hertfordshire, and Thames 
Gateway South Essex, 
together with London 
Stansted Airport, have all 
been earmarked as prime 
locations for plug-in 
points, supported by a 


wider charging network. 

A final decision is 
expected from 

government by December, 
and if all goes to plan, 
installation could be under 
way as soon as next spring. 

This will ensure that the 
East of England forms a 
key part of the UK’s 
charging network, linking 
in with the adjacent 
charging points already 
being installed in London 
and Milton Keynes. 

Deborah Cadman, chief 
executive of the East of 
England Development 
Agency, said: “The trans¬ 
ition to a low carbon econ¬ 
omy is a necessity, not a 
choice. 

“With this announce¬ 
ment, the East of England 
is set to lead the way in 
providing the infra¬ 
structure for local people 
and businesses to adopt 
electric vehicles. 

“EEDA has been proud 
to coordinate this project 
in partnership with 
businesses and local auth¬ 
orities - a project that will 
build upon the East of 
England’s position as a 
leader in low carbon inno¬ 
vation, providing the 
research and development 
platform to help develop a 
global electric vehicle 
economy of the future.” 

It is anticipated that the 
East of England’s “Plugged 


in Places” project will set 
the wheels in motion for 
an electric vehicle 
revolution, providing the 
infrastructure that local 
people and businesses 
need to move towards the 
widespread use of electric 
vehicles. 

It could also act as a 
catalyst for the 
development of new 
technologies, services and 
industries. 

Vicky Ford, a member of 
the European Parliament 
for the East of England, 
said: “I am delighted to 
support this public-private 
initiative. 

“The East of England 
often leads the world in 
researching and develop¬ 
ing new ways to meet 
future energy challenges. 

“Infrastructure is 
needed for these new 
technologies to get out of 
our laboratories and 
become a reality on our 
roads. We now have the 
opportunity to provide this 
infrastructure, using it to 
test ideas developed here 
and see them 
adopted worldwide.” 

The East of England’s 
“Plugged in Places” 
proposal has been 
designed to ensure that 
people across the South 
and East of England are 
within striking distance of 
the next plug-in point.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

TYLER Goodjohn hopes 
to prove the England 
boxing selectors wrong 
as he embarks on his 
professional dream.
